It has ever been known that with a 
road merely skirting the eastern limits 
ofthe town, not more than one-fourth of 
the tax-payers of the town could, by fair 
means, have been induced to sign the 
consent roll. And on trial this was found 
so to be, and for weeks, if not months, 
the thing seemed to have been abandon¬ 
ed, until large sums of monev were 
furnished by the company to agents (as was 
found on the trial) to buy consents; and 
sums were actually paid from five to fifty 
dollars and upwards, as was *also shown 
on the trial, to tax-payers to induce them 
to sign. And if the Journal man bad 
read the Report of the Referee he would 
have seen that this was one of the grounds 
upon which the Company was beaten. 

We have no wish to allude to the 
slang of the Journal in the “eu¬ 
phonious epithets” it bestows upon Mex¬ 
ico, but will proceed to lay before our 
readers the Report and the Opinion :

proof of execution required by law. 

In obedience to the opinion of the Su¬ 
preme Court in the case of the People ex 
rel.

Supreme Court : Taylor vs. The Syra¬ 
cuse Northern RR. Co ; The People 
ex. rel. Syracuse Northern RR. Co. 
vs. Menter. 

Opinion : A. S. Johnson, referee.— 
These two cases were tried together. In 
the first the suit was brought by the 
plaintiff as supervisor of the town, as a 
taxpayer on his own behalf and that of 
all others similarly situated. A decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Fourth De¬ 
partment established that the plaintiff 
has no such interest in the questions pre¬ 
sented as gives him a standing in Court 


determining part of the consenting prop¬ 
erty seems to have been brought into that 
position by buying the consent of its pro- 
i prietors. The decision seems to sanction 
the principle involved in the position 
that a corporation may agree with a ma¬ 
jority of persons and of property that 
the minority shall pay their share of the 
bonds and the majority shall receive back 
its share from the corporation, and so vir 
tually pay nothing. I find it difficult to 
believe that the Legislature intended to 
sanction such injustice. Were I of opin¬ 
ion that the mandamus was otherwise 
maintainable, I should find no difficulty 
in the fact of the defendant, Menter’s re¬ 
moval in having taken place after the 
proceeding was actually commenced by 
an order of the Supreme Court.

Sermon by Rev. Dr. Clarke, of New 
York, from 2. Chron. 5:18. “But will 
God in very deed dwell with men on the 
earth ?” 

The sermon was eloquent and im¬ 
pressive, and we regret that we are un¬ 
able to give more of it than the following 
outline: 

There are two classes of atheists. The 
first deny God’s existence and reason 
themselves mad; the second believe that 
he is, but that, having made the earth, 
ha abandoned it to law. More danger¬ 
ous than either of these is a third class 
of people whose theories are right but 
lifeless. The text becomes a great prac¬ 
tical question—tbe topic ofthe discourse, 
God dwelling among men. 

Christians worship an omnipresent 
God—testimony of the Bible on this 
point—the Providence of God another 

demption opens the way to him. In the 
early ages of the world he made glorious 
revelations of himself and communi¬ 
cated with men on the earth, but in Jesus 
the human and the divine met. Christ 
is the channel of intercommunication— 
God can abide with us in Christ. The 
great God in Christ dwells in eveiy con¬ 
trite heart, but he abides not with the 
single individual only, but also with his 
Church. To secure his presence, it must 
be penitent, humble, it must have faith 
and be obedient. 

Houses of worship lose all their gloiy 
if God forsake them. To secure his pres 
enoe therein they must first, be an hon¬ 
est offering of his people. Second, places 
where God’s written word is revered as 
the law ; Third, where Jesus is faithful¬ 
ly preached ; Fourth, where his people 
often meet for prayer and pi’aise. The 
effects of God’s presence will he ; People 
will fear him; Infidelity will be rebuked; 
Honesty among the people will be multi¬ 
plied, and there will bo moral power ; 
Souls will be converted to God. 

After the sermon, Rev. L. Muzzy, the 
pastor, to whom and to whose excellent 
wife, for their self-denying, unwearied 
exertions the church is so largely in¬ 
debted for this great advance, gave an

to have intended some existing board, 
and the name employed may more readi¬ 
ly be taken to refer to the board of town 
auditors than to any other. 

Second. The affidavit of the assessor 
annexed to the papers put on file is sub¬ 
ject to some criticism as not pursuing ex¬ 
actly the language of the statute. I am, 
however, of opinion that it substantially 
complies with its requirements and that 
its defects are not sufficient to render 
the proceedings ineffectual, if in other re* 
spects it were entitled to be sustained. 
It is contended on the part of the relator 
that the decision of the Court of Appeals 
in Howland vs. Eldredge, 44 N. Y., 457, 
establishes the conclusiveness of the ac¬ 
tion of the assessors in making the affida¬ 
vit and precludes any inquiry into the ex¬ 
istence of the facts on which the affidavit 
is predicated. I do not so understand 
the decision. The application in that 
case was to compel the assessor to make 
an affidavit that the requisite amounts 
had been given, which he had refused to 
do. The Court refused to order him to 
swear to this fact in the face of his refus¬ 
al, holding that they had only power to 
compel him to proeeedto a determination 
not to require him to determine in a par¬ 
ticular way, even though they should 
deem the proof overwhelmingly clear— 
While it is quite true that the making of 
such an affidavit by the assessor is one of 
the safeguards interposed by the legisla¬ 
ture to protect the citizens against the un¬ 
due issuing of bonds which might grow 
into a charge upon his property, it would 
in my opinion pervert it from its true 
purpose, even inquiry into the requisite 
precedent facts precluded by the making 
of the affidavit. 

In the third place I came to what I 
consider to be a question of great general 
importance with a view to the prevention 
of fraud the and securing of the rights of 
the citizen. The inspect ion of the consent 
roll as well as the consideration of the 
oral evidence show beyond question that 
a number of the signatures sufficient to 
turn the scale against bonding the town, 
if rejected from the number of consent¬ 
ing taxpayers, were not made by tho 
signers of them to the paper of which 
they are now sought to be reckoned as a 
part under the circumstances stated in 
the finding of facts. The statute treats 
these consents as instruments to be dealt 
with in respect to proof on the footing of 
conveyances of real estate, and the serious 
consequences, which, by means of them 
their signers are by law enabled to impose 
on their non-consenting townsmen make 
it suitable that they should be scrutiniz¬ 
ed with jealous care to see that the very 
case which the statute has provided for 
has arisen. There may have been no 


The Railroad Gazette gives the follow¬ 
ing abstract of the annual report of the 
Rome, W atertown k Ogdensburg Rail¬ 
road Company : 

Thq report of this company for the 
year ending Sep. 30, 1872, gives the 
length of tho company’s line as 189^ 
miles, 141 being the main line from 
Rome to Ogdensburg, N. Y., north-west 
42 miles to Richland, north-east thence 
to DeKalb Junction, 80 miles ; thence 
north-west 18 miles to Ogdensburg ; 24| 
the branch from Watertown Junction 
north to Cape Vincent, and 24| the 
branch from DeKalb J unction north-east 
to Potsdam J unction, N. Y. The com¬ 
pany ako works the Oswego k Rome 
Railroad, from Richland (42 miles from 
Rome) west to Oswego, 28 J miles, but 
seems not to have included this in its re¬ 
port. On this road there was 21 miles 
of double track and sidings. 

At the date of the report the company 
owned 40 locomotives, 31 first-class pas¬ 
senger cars, 15 baggage, mail and express 
cars, 739 8-wheel and 60 4-wheel freight 
cars—1 locomotive, 2 first-class cars, 2 
baggage, mail and express cars, and 101 
8-wheel freight cars more than reported 
the previous year. 

This property at the date of the re¬ 
port was represented by $2,998,800 of 
capital stock, $1,735,606.10 of funded 
debt, and a floating debt of $38,359.49, 
there having been during the year no 
change in the amount of the stock, an 
increase of $205,659.36 in the funded 
debt, and of $19,117.55 in the floating 
debt. The interest on the funded debt is 
7 per cent.
